^ obtained a sworn, audio and visually recorded statement from 
William Stauffer, who stated in substance the following: Mr. Stauffer and 
Sherri Carman had been involved in a dating relationship for approximately 
jthree years. They had been living together at 3324 Virginia Drive, 

over one year. Mrs. Carman's jgrandfather is the owner of the 
iresidence and they rent from him. Mrs. Carmab's children also live at the 
jresidence and they were identified as Joshua Settles, Autumn Carman, and 
Jayce Carman. 


On 01/16/2007, at approximately 0230 hours, while in the Orlando area, Mr. 
Stauffer was notified that Mrs. Carman's two daughters were home but Mrs.'
